harvest last year. The final Indian estimate

Thus, although Europe is likely to need 
rather more foreign wheat during the coming 
season than she has done during the season 
just closed, the general position of the world’s 
wheat and flour markets is at present in the 
consumer’s favour. ; 

he London Official quotation for straight 
run flour has consequently fallen per sack 
during the week to 49s., and some buvers look 
for still lower prices soon. Much, however. 
now depends on fine weather allowing the Sate 
gathering of the European wheat crop, as con- 
tinued interference with harvesting would 
Soon raise wheat values everywhere. 

Wholesale prices of bacon and eggs have 
recently tended to advance. The latter are 
becoming less plentiful and meet a fair de- 
mand, while bacon business also hac heen 
increasing. Danish is less plentiful. and 
English is scarce. Tf the coal strike were over 
an advance in provision prices would seem 
practically certain.

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NATIVE MOTOR FUEL. 


SUBSTITUTES . FOR PETROL. 
(CON TRIBUTED.) 

The arguments for the discovery of a sub- 
stitute: for petrol as motor fuel were: very 
fairly set out in a leading article in the 
Irish Temes of the 6th imst. Every -con- 
sideration that applies to England applies 
still more forcibly te Ireland: -if England 
were at serious war, we should be practically 
left without petrol. 

There are two visible substitutes for petrol 
as a fuel for internal combustion engines. 
best economic result of our 
possession of these, the favour and support 
of the Government is necessary. This does 
not mean for a moment Mr. Cook’s peculiar 
interpretation. of Communism, 1.¢., to sub- 
sidise the- workers who share his views by 
levying tribute on .a bourgeois . community 


around them in order to supplement. the pro-. 


ceeds of their.work or rather of their. curtail- 
ment of work. The only favour requisite is 
goud-will and co-operation, and it involyes no 
charge upon the general taxpayer. 

The two substitutes-are benzel and alcohol. 
The first. of these is the very thing-to put 
life and activity into our dormant coal de- 
posits. It is a by-product obtained from coal 
distillation, and its production leaves the 
supply of fuel from the colliery cheaper and 
more effective for heating purposes. The dis- 
tribution of crude coal as it is hewn in the 
pit is one of the most wasteful methods 
imaginable. When it is baked near the pit- 
mouth valuable by-products are extracted, 
and the residue is a more efficient heating 
fuel. It is much lighter per unit of heat 
than coal, and its transport is less expensive. 
Among the contents extracted is -benzol, 
and thus.we have our home-produced motor 
fuel ready to hand. The usual objection 
raised is that the prevailing types of com- 
bustion engines are designed for petrol rather 
than benzol, but for that difficulty an 
adequate remedy, as we shall see, has 
already been discovered. 

The second alternative is alcohol, which 
can be extracted from endless variety of 
vegetable products, down to sawdust. Of 
course the fuel could not pay the duty of 
72s 6d. per gallon levied on potable alcohol, 
and here Government co-operation comes into 
play The present writer remembers the 
sale of an enormous stock of whiskey at 63d. 
per gallon, and fuel alcohol would be pro- 
duced from much less costiy ingredients. It 
would also be denatured, as the French 
say, to spoil its use as a beverage. 

Now, alcohol is still. less suitable than 
benzol for use in the present form of com- 
bustion engines. In fact. its combustion in 
them is so high as to render it hardly 
eccnomic, as was shown at. the Chemical 
Congress. 

This line of criticism disappears in the 
light of one of the.most remarkable achieve- 
ments of a private enterprise conducting 
investigations into a public question at. its 
own expense. The London General Omnibus 
Company determined to combat the difficulty 
by an exhaustive series of experiments on 
motor fuel, in which it used petrol, benzol 
aid alcohol, combining them in an endless 
variety of proportions 

The company finally discovered the com- 
rercial result of which they were in search 
in &@ blend of 70 parts of alcohol with 50 
parts of benzol. They put the facts before 
the British Government with one request. 
Ia view of the safeguards necessary for the 
purposes of excise duty they asked the Go- 
vernment either to supply the mixture or to 
allow others to supply it. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has not felt at liberty to 
acqniesce in either suggestion, and so the pro- 
Guction of this fuel was held up, but only in 
Great Britain. This very year the German 
Government has taken advantage of the 
o; portunity to put a mixture of this very 
character upon the market.

The railways 
have lost over £19,000,000 in gross income 
as. compared with the corresponding period 
of last year, whereas for the first four 
months of the present year they showed a 
gain of £1,000,000 over the figures for 
1925. The Statist estimates that the mini-

India’s Princes. 


A constitutional problem of the first 
importance has arisen in India. Hyderabad, 
although not the largest of the native 
States as to area, is the: most populous 
and important. Over twelve million souls 
dwell under the rule of the Nizam in a 
land rich, splendid and barbaric. Shortly 
before the Marquis of Reading left India 
the Nizam demanded the revision of the 
treaty whereby, in 1902, his father had 
leased certain territory in perpetuity to 
the Government of India. The Nizam 
refused to abide by the Indian Govern- 
for he claimed tn rank 
“faithful ally” of the Indian 
Empire and as a sovereign prince 
negotiating with an equal. Lord Reading 
rejected the Nizam’s claim, and addressed 
a letter to the Prince affirming that “ the 
sovereignty of the British Crown is 
supreme in India, and, therefore, no 
ruler of an Indian State can justifiably 
claim to with the British 
Government on an equal footing.’’ The 
relations between Indian Princes 
and the Government of India thus are 
brought to the issue of a sharp test case. 
On the one hand, the native ruler de- 
mands recognition of external, as well as 
internal, sovereignty. On the other, the 
Indian Government displays its deter- 
mination to intervene, if needs be, even 
in the internal administration of the 
State. It is understood that a considered 
statement upon the crisis will be made 
shortly by the Governor-General in 
Council. This statement probably will 
provide a definition of the constitutional 
rights and status of the Indian Princes. 
Hitherto the Government of India has 
been content, as the saying is, “to let 
well enough alone.’’ Dealing with a 
population of 300,000,000 souls—with a 
land in which every phase of human de- 
velopment from the lowest savagery to 
the highest refinement is _ represented, 
where a hundred languages are spoken, 
and religious and racial feuds lie ever 
smouldering—-the British Raj has striven 
for generations to consolidate its authority 
without pretending to extend to the remote 
villages of the jungle the amenities of the 
English countryside. The Princes have 
been allowed to rule in the fashion of 
their fathers, and the Indian Government 
has interfered in their administration only 
intolerable abuses have arisen. or 
recalcitrant Princes impeded the 
progress of modern Civilisation. Neverthe- 
less, to the intelligent observer it has been 
obvious at all times that the authority of 
the Princes was little more than tolerated 
anachronism. The power of life and 
death over their subjects possessed by 
rulers whose authority has become unreal 
always is a temptation to abuse, and in 
recent times a succession of scandals has 
demonstrated the fact that the rulers of 
the native States are out of harmony with 
the standards of civilisation now success- 
fully established in the Indian Empire.

Pig Exports. 


The returns of live-stock exports from 
Ireland issued by the Saorstat Department 
of Lands and Agriculture contain matter 
for cautious satisfaction. In the first 
seven months of this year the total 
number of animals exported has shown 
a slight increase over the same period 
last year both in the Free State and 
Northern Ireland. Cattle exports have 
continued to decline, and the number of 
horses exported has fallen from 10,532 to 
7,452. These -are discouraging facts, 
although their importance easily could 
be exaggerated, and experts in the cattle 
trade, so far from being depressed, regard 
the present sét-back as merely temporary, 
and likely to correct itself in the coming 
year. The number of sheep exported has 
increased slightly, but it is the pig 
exports which bring the season’s total up 
to its high level. In the first seven months 
of last year pigs exported from the Free 
State numbered 23,812. In the same 
period this year the number was 44,510, 
or nearly double last year’s figure. The 
pig is a humble, but very profitable, con- 
tributor to the farmer’s income, and an 
increase in pig production is, perhaps, 
the easiest line of advance for our de- 
pressed country people. A revival of the 
pig trade represents fat purses for the 
housewives of farmhouse and cottage, and 
the doubling of our exports spells a 
sensible easing of homely budgets. Satis- 
faction must be tempered by the thought 
that this gain is of accidental origin. - It 
was the stoppage of Continental pig imports 
into Britain, owing to the discovery of foot- 
and-mouth infection, that created an en- 
larged demand for Irish produce and 
an improvement in prices. The test 
of our people’s wisdom will arise 
when the embargo on Continental imports 
is raised. Will our farmers hold the 
ground they have gained? Are they 
setting about the improvement of the 
breed of pigs they raise and preparing 
to multiply the output of their piggeries? 


Holidays for Convicts. 


The prisoner of Chillon would be 
puzzled if he could visit the Isle of Wight 
this week. At Camp Hill Prison he would 
see thirty-six men walking in pleasant 
woods above the sea, and toiling at the 
not unpleasant task of timber-cutting. If 
he could spend the evenings with these 


‘rough folk he would see them enjoying the 


music of a fine orchestra, and, although he 
would be bewildered by their habit of in- 
haling the smoke of a burning weed while 
they applauded the musical ‘‘turns,”’ he 
would recognise all the tokens of delight 
in their behaviour. He would see them 
reading, newspapers and magazines and 
playing dominoes and draughts. These 
holiday-makers are prisoners—convicts 
sentenced to long terms of confinement, in- 
cluding even life-sentences. A month’s 
holiday in these agreeable circumstances 
has been instituted as the reward for good 
behaviour, and the thirty-six men in 
the Isle of Wight are there on respite 
from the stony yard of Maidstone 
jail. Even in Maidstone prisoners 
have periodical concerts and cinemato- 
graph entertainments ; and, seated within 
the walls that close them from their kind, 
they contemplate the moving images of 
freedom. The experiment of a_ holiday 
from prison surroundings will be watched 
with lively interest. What will be its 
effect upon the spirits of prisoners when 
they are shepherded back to the grey 
routine which is their normal life? From 
the leafy heights of Camp Hill they will 
have watched gay holiday-makers afar off, 
the white-sailed yacht moving freely on 
the sea and the gull winging through the 
air. Will they return to their cells deter- 
mined to earn release by steady and 
studious conduct, or will the weight of 
years still to be endured dismay them?

Prince Frederick Duleep Singh died at his 
residence, Blo’ Norton Hall.

Vivian St. Clair. Mackenzie was the son of 
Mr. John Mackenzie, J.P., of Tivoli, near 
Cork. He took his. B.A. degree in Arts at 
Trinity College, Dublin, in 1896, studied at 
the Law School in Trinity College and at the 
King’s Inns, and was called to the Irish Bar in 
Hilary Term, 1898. After a brief practice 
at the Irish Bar, he went to England, and 
it was in 1899, as an assistant to the late 
Mr. Moberley Bell, the manager of The 
Times, that Mackenzie first came to Printing- 
House square. 

Later he joined the staff of the 7'ribune, 
the new Liberal daily newspaper, and re- 
mained on it till it came to an end in 1908. 
He then returned to The Times office, being 
appointed to the editorial staff. e was 
called to the English Bar by Gray’s Inn 
in May, 1911, and in 1913 he was placed in 
charge of the daily law reports in The Times. 
Of the ability, judgment and accuracy with 
which he fulfilled this responsible task, those 
reports themselves form the best testimony. 


MR. W. J. BRISCOE. 

Mr. W. J. Briscoe, a well-known Dublin 
organist, died on Friday last at the Mater 
Misericordis Hospital, Dublin. For many 
years he was organist and choirmaster at St. 
Joseph's Church, Berkeley street, and before 
his appointment at St. Joseph’s he was 
organist of Monaghan Cathedral. A good all- 
round musician, Mr. Briscoe taught the piano 
and violin at St. Joseph’s College, Clondalkin :

‘vay. Shocks were also felt in the villages 
tí Kislingbury and Stowe Nine Churches. 
_ Leicestershire: A distinct shock was felt 
in Leicestershire about 5 o’clock. People 
*ere awakened by the movement of their 
beds, the rattling of windows, and a move- 
ment that resembled the shaking of their 
Nouses. At Ashby de la Zouch the shock 
eccurred as the clock of the parish church 
commenced to strike five, but before the

Hereford: This town and the surround- 
ng districts were visited by an earthquake

Warwickshire: Bedworth, the centre of 
Warwick coalfield, experienced an earth 
tremor just before 5 o'clock this morning. 
Doors rattled, windows shook, and bed- 
steads trembled. Various residents felt 
the shock, and in one instance ornaments 
on a mantelshelf were dislodged by the 
vibration. 

Derbyshire; Tremors of a pronounced 
type were experienced at the village of 
Winster,’ Peak of Derbyshire, at 5 a.m. 
The visitation, which lasted over one 
minute, shook houses and their contents, 
arousing some people from their sleep by 
the rocking of beds and rattling of 
crockery. 

Somerset: An alarming shock was felt 
at Bath just before five. Many residents 
stated that bedroom furniture rattled, 
and in some cases their beds swayed, 
The shock appears to have been more 
severely felt on higher ground, and it is 
reported that the wall of a house at 
Weston was cracked. No other structural 
damage has been reported. At Glaston- 
bury also the shock was severe. - 

Devonshire: Between 4.30 and 5 a.m. 
earthquake tremors were felt in Seaton 
and district. Many people got up and 
went downstairs. Beds shook, and windows 
rattled. The tremors lasted for about two 
seconds. No damage was done. 

Birmingham: It was about 5 a.m. when 
the disturbance manifested itself here. 
People were awakened by a noise like a 
peal of thunder, and were terrified to find 
their beds rocking, and to hear crockery 
ware rattle on the marble slab tables. 
In a few seconds the shock had spent 
itself. This was the experience in Moseley, 
Sparkhill, and Hallgreen districts; but 
more alarming was that of several resi- 
dents at Harborne. A gentleman who 
lives in Kingscote road, in that suburb, 
stated that his house rocked, wardrobe 
doors flew open, and cracks were left in 
the ceiling of his kitchen and bedrooms. 
very minute he expected that the house 
woula collapse, and.for about ten seconds 
he was in terror. No serious damage was 
done in the city save that the outside 
apparatus of a few wireless sets were 
thrown down. 

Nottingham: There was a definite earth 
tremor at 4.50 a.m. Although houses were 
shaken, no damage was done to property 
or buildings. The shock was of ‘very brief 
duration.

EXPORTATION FORBIDDEN.

PAINFUL INCIDENT AT 
THE TOMB. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

There was a painful scene this after- 
noon at the tomb of the Unknown Warrior 
in Paris. An American who recently 
arrived in the city, and is said to have 
been under the influence of drink, walked 
up to the tomb, and aftér drinking from 
a bottle of champagne, broke the glass on 
the sacred stone and toasted “the honour 
of the glorious dead.” 

The man, who was immediately arrested, 
has had his left leg amputated, and de- 
clares that his disablement was due to the 
war. He is being detained by the police. 


When questioned by the police. the man 
said that he was an American citizen of 28 
vears of age. He declares that he arrived in 
Paris three days ago, and had been staying 
in a hotel in the Montmartre district. He 
gave no reason for his action. oe 

According to another version of the inci- 
dent, the man, approaching the tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior, too a bottle of 
champagne from his pocket and a glass, and, 
saluting himself near the tomb, drank the 
contents of the glass, after which he placed

IRISH ANIMAL |AN X-RAY PIONEER. 


' EXPORTS. 
SIGNS OF RETURNING 
TRADE. 
INCREASED FAT CATTLE 
AND PIG SALES. 


- 


The salient feature in the return issued 
by the Department of Lands and Agri- 
culture of the number of animals exported 
from all Ireland to Great Britain and the 
Isle of Man from the period 1st January 
to 7th August, 1926, is that there is an 
increase of a couple of thousand in the 
aggregate exports as compared with the 
figures for the corresponding period last 
year. 

The figures are :— 
1926—Total animals exported 707,241 
1925—Total animals exported ..... 704,652 

The figures for the Irish Free State are 
563,845 for 1926 and 535,223 for 1925, an 
increase of 28,622. 

In Northern Ireland the figures fell 
from 169,429 last year to 143,396 this year, 
a decrease of 26,033. 


THE CATTLE. 


FEWER STORES SENT AWAY. 
The animals are grouped under four main 
heads—cattle, sheep, pigs and horses, and 
analysis of the export figures of each group 
forms interesting reading. 
Under the heading “ Cattle,” which com- 
prises over fifty per cent. of the total exports, 
it is noticeable that the figures, 372,538, for 
the current year are some 22,000 below the 
last year’s figures for the comparative period 
—394,802. Notwithstanding that falling off 
it is interesting to see that the number of fat 
cattle increased in the period by 17,000, the 
exports being 119,353. Stores fell, however, 
by 31,000, figures being 215,169, compared 
with 246.509. Milch cows were 17.6530, or 345 
less than last year; springers were 500 less 
at the figure 6,167, and the number of calves 
exported dropped from 21,775 to 14,219. 


SHEEP AND HORSES. 

Sheep exports showed an increase, the 
figures being 282,258 this year, compared with 
274.876 Jast year. 

Horses were exported in lesser numbers, 
the figures being 7,452 this year, compared 
with 10,552 last year. 


SURPRISE IN PIG EXPORTS. 

It was in the exports of pigs, however, that 
the greatest change was indicated during the 
year. In the period under review the export 
of pigs from Ireland had increased nearly 
100 per cent. on last year, the figures being 
44,510 for this year and 23,812 for last year. 

This increase is a fine testimony to the 
efforts of the Department and those engaged 
in the pig industry, not alone to stop the 
dry rot which had for the past couple of 
years seized the trade, but to recover the 
market which had been largely lost in Great 
Britain. 

The decrease in the cattle exports this 
vear may be regarded as only a passing 
phase, as Irish cattle always have held, and 
will continue to hold, their own. Much more 
serious was the decline of the pig trade, 
especially in.view of the fact. that Denmark 
and other countries had gained a greater 
hold on the English markets 

The problem of restoring the prestige and 
the quantity of Irish pigs for export has 
been taken in hand, one might say, only a 
short twelve months, and that the export 
figures should show almost a hundred per 
cent. increase must be taken as an augury 
for the future expansion of the trade. 

The figures under review are for all Irish 
ports, the figures for Northern: Ireland ports 
having been published by the Ministry of 
Agriculture of Northern Ireland. 


CHOCOLATE INDUSTRY

DUBLIN MAY HAVE 
ANOTHER FACTORY. 

For the last couple of days rumours have 
been circulating in Dublin concerning the 
proposed establishment of a factory in the 
city by Messrs. Rowntree and Co., Ltd., 
the well-known cocoa and chocolate manu- 
facturers. 

Mr. Arnold Rowntree, deputy-chairman 
of the firm, who has been in Dublin on a 
short visit, was interviewed on Saturday 
by an Trish Times representative regarding 
these rumours. 

' His reply confirmed the rumours as 
being true to a certain extent. His firm, 
he said, did propose to start manufactur- 
ing in the Free State. The reason, of 
course, for their decision was to avoid the 
payment of thg heavy duty which had cur- 
tailed their export trade to the Free 
State. The smallness of the population of 
this country had up to now hindered the 


consideration of this proposal. 

Certain matters, Mr. Rowntree ex- 
plained, prevented him from giving fuller 
particulars as to their intentions, the 
principal one of which was that the 
negotiations that they were pursuing had 
not yet concluded. It would be unwise 
under those circumstances to say anything 


more. 
THE CHOCOLATE EATERS. 

In reply to a question concerning the con- 
sumption of chocolate in England and Ireland, 
Mr. Rowntree said that its consumption was 
steadily increasing from year to year, which 
meant that their factories had to be enlarged 
from time to time, their efficiency, and the 
number of their employés increased to supply 
demand. 

At present Messrs. Rowntree employed over 
7,000 workers at their York factory alone. 

There was a great development going on 
in plain chocolate-making. This was attri- 
buted, beyond doubt, to the outdoor life of 
the people, which tended more and more to 
the consumption of plain chocolate, as its 
nutritive and satisfying qualities made it 
particularly enjoyable. 

IMPRESSIONS OF THE FREE STATE. ° 

Mr. Rowntree was very enthusiastic when 
it came to obtaining his impressions of the 
Free State as he had viewed it since his 
arrival a few days ago. The country, in his 
opinion, had certainly changed in many aspects 
since his last visit here during the Great 

ar. 

There had been for the last few years a 
steady improvement taking place; the coun- 
try and the people, to all outward appear- 
ances, were settling down and a new life 
seemed to be slowly, but surely, permeating 
both. He had no doubt that there was a 
bright future before the Free State; it was 
not going to be a brilliant future, but, rather, 
a dotnestic success that would beget a 
prosperous and contented people. 

On Saturday afternoon and yesterday Mr. 
Rowntree spent most of his time, after the 
worries of business, in seeing something of 
the beauties of Ireland. He had heard so 
much of them that he had to take this oppor- 
tunity, he said, short though the time was, 
of seeing and judging for himself. 

“I was pleasantly surprised,” he said, 
with a smile, “at the beauty of the land- 
scape, of the far vistas and of the near views. 
It is, indeed, a beautiful country.”’ 

Mr. Rowntree leaves Dublin this morning, 
but will pay a visit to Belfast before return- 
ing to England. 


HIGHER FRENCH DUTIES, 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The Journal Officiel to-day publishes a 
decree increasing Customs duties by 30 per 
cent., certain articles being excepted. 

The exceptions are tobacco, paper used 
for newspapers, and the cellulose used in its 
manufacture, sausages, and certain cheeses. 

Anothe’ decree authorises a 45 franc duty 
per hectolitre on refined minerals, oils or 
purified oil, petroleum spirit, both pure and 
diluted, benzol, benzine and pure and 
diluted oil.—(Reuter.) 


DEATH OF MAJOR DR. 
HALL-EDWARDS, 


_—__Ho 


Major Dr. Hall-Edwards, the X-ray 
specialist, died last night at his residence 
in Birmingham. He was one of the X-ray 
pipneers, and began experiments in 1896, 
immediately after Professor Réntgen had 
made public his great discovery. He pro- 
duced the first radiograph taken out of 
London. His apparatus was crude com- 
pared with what is in use to-day, and 
many of the improvements introduced to 
protect radiographists were suggested by 
himself as the result of the sufferings 
he endured after his experiments in the 
early days. 

After working with the rays for only a few 
months Major Hall-Edwards contracted 
dermatitis, a painful disease, which slowly 
developed until it became necessary to ampu- 
tate his left forearm and the fingers of his 
right hand. With a solitary thumb and a 
rubber substitute for a forefinger he pluckily 
continued his work for twenty-eight years, and 
in his scant leisure he painted pictures of 
considerable merit. , 


A CIVIL PENSION. 

Major Hall-Edwards’s services to science 
and humanity were recognised in 1908, shortly 
after his first operation, by the grant of a 
civil list pension, the intimation of which 
was accompanied by a kindly eulogistic letter 
from the late King Edward. His Majesty 
expressed an earnest hope that possibly the 
remaining hand might be saved, a hope which 
was only partially fulfilled. In later years 
Major Hall-Edwards was awarded the Grand 
Medal and a pension by the trustees of the 
Carnegie Fund, and recently he was made a 
life neember of the British Medical Society. 

Major Hall-Edwards was descended from an 
old Birmingham family. When the Boer War 
broke out, in 1899, he went to South Africa, 
attached to the Imperial Yeomanry Hospital. 
During the European War he worked with 
astonishing energy for one so physically handi- 
capped. Appointed principal medical officer of 
the Medical Examiners Board and recruiting 
stations, he found time, also, to address 
hundreds of recruiting meetings. 

He was a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh and a Hon. Fellow of the Royal 
Photographic Society, a distinction held by 
only half-a-dozen Englishmen: an honorary 
member of the American Roéntgen Rays 
Society, a life member of the German X-Ray 
Society, and Vice-President of the English 
Réntgen Society.

He was due to 
arrive at 3.30 p.m., but he lost time early 
in the day, which he almost. succeeded in 
making up later. 

It is announced that a crowd of 
more than 150,000 persons greeted his 
arrival. As the aeroplanes appeared there 
were scenes of the wildest enthusiasm, and 
the crowd cheered and waved their hand- 
kerchiefs. 

Mr. Cobham made a perfect landing, 
and as he stopped the crowd broke through 
the barriers everywhere and surrounded 
his machine. A roar went up as the air- 
man stepped out of the machine, and 
continued until he disappeared into the 
hangar.

MR. COBHAM BEWILDERED. 

Mr. Cobham seemed to be almost be 
wildered by the crowds, which, he said, were 
the biggest he had seen anywhere during his 
flight.

The aviator was evidently afraid 
that the spectators in their enthusiasm might 
inadvertently damage the machine, but 
Sergeant Ward, the mechanic, reports that 
only some minor damage was caused. 


STORY OF THE FLIGHT. 

Cobham now shares with Sir Ross and 
Sir Keith Smith the honour of being the 
pioneers of the Imperial Air Route from 
Great Britain to Australia. He left Eng- 
in the early 
hours of Wednesday morning, June 30th, 
rising from the waters of the Medway. 

Flying a De Havilanau seaplane, fitted with 
a Jagnar engine, the whole journey of over 
13,000 miles has been covered with but one 
unfortunate incident—the death of Mr. A. B. 
Elliott, Cobham’s mechanic, who was killed 
by an Arab _ sniper’s bullet, when the 
machine was flying from Bagdad to Basra 
on July 5th. With this exception the 
machine has left and arrived at the various 
points where it was due to touch with the 
regularity of an Atlantic liner. 

The achievement is both a tribute to 
British engine and aeroplane building, and 
an indication of the possibilities of air travel 
to distant parts of the Empire.

MANY CASUALTIES IN 
BARCELONA. 
MADRID, Saturday. 

A terrific rain storm broke over Barcelona 
last night and continued throughout the 
morning. A great part of the. city and the 
suburbs was flooded. Several huts, with 
their inhabitants, were swept away, and it 
is believed that many persons were drowned, 
According’ to the newspapers some bodies 
have been recovered.

POLICE TAKING ACTION. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 

The Berlin police authorities have raked up 
an old law of 1792 to assist them in their 
campaign against theatrrical managers who 
insist on at least one scene in their production 
consisting of a display of female nudity. 

Practically every revue in Berlin gives as 
the clou of the evening a scene, in which the 
female chorus is clad in very little more than 
the costume of Eve. The decree of 1792 for- 
bids actresses from appearing on the stage 
unclothed, and the police apparently intend 
to enforce it in order to protect the morals 
of Berlin audiences. 

One well-known dancer is affected by this 
decision. Her performance has been forbidden 
by the police on the ground that her dances 
and lack of clothing “ offend against morality 
and decency.’’ The lady has protested, and 
appealed against this order, declaring that her 
performance is an artistic one which can only 
be properly carried out in scanty costume. In 
the meantime, until her appeal is disposed of, 
she is attracting large audiences of “art 
lovers ’’ nightly.

SAID IN 1919.

{ letter stated to have been written hy the 
former Crown Prince to Herr Arnold 
Rechberg, on August 6th, 1919, is published 
by the Jungdeutsche, the organ of the 
Monarchist ““ Young German Order.”’ 

In this letter the Crown Prince denied that 
he had been responsible for prolonging the 
war, and wrote with apparent regret of the 
lost chances of concluding an early peace. 

The Crown Prince recalls the conversations 
which he had with Herr Rechberg after the 
battle of the Marne, which, he says, only 
became a serious reverse because of the 
stupidity and inertia of the higher command. 
The Schlieffen plan finally went to pieces on 
the Marne; it had already been cracked on 
the way there. 

It was clear 
from a purely 
war could not 
conclusion. 

‘Often enough,” the Crown Prince con- 
tinues, ‘‘ I expressed my opinion that for this 
reason an early peace should be aimed at. If 
my wish at that time to conclude a peace 
with France had heen carried out—and, as 
vou know, I was in favour of making 
sacrifices to gain such a peace—it. would have 
been better than the eventual result of the 
war, not only ‘for Germany, but also, perhaps, 
for the French nation, if the enormous loss 
of life and the harm caused to the country 
by the war are considered. 

“The united political will was also lacking 
for the decision to seek peace with’ Great 
Britain on the basis of an adjustment of 
economic antagonisms. So that happened, 
which had to happen. 

“ft also fought a vain fight against what 
seemed to me a wrong treatment of. our 
public opinion, because I saw that we had 
for a long time heen engaged in a life and 
death struggle.

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FOURTEEN PRIESTS SIGN THE. 


DECLARATION.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

As a step towards the stricter enforcement 
of the religious laws throughout Mexico, the 
Attorney-General, Senor Romeo Ortega, has 
requested the resignation of all the 56 dis- 
trict, attorneys. who are responsible for local 
prosecutions. Senor Ortega explained that it 
was desired to select men who were sym- 
pathetic to the Government’s legislation, and 
to eliminate those hesitating to apply the law 
strictly. He has already removed two attor- 
neys. 

The Mexican Government announces. that 
altogether 14 priests have acceded to the reli- 
gious laws, and have been permitted to re- 
sume charge of their churches. In each in- 
stance the bishops have excommunicated the 
priests concerned. 

THE BOYCOTT. 

The boycott is reported to continue to 
affect, business, especially in the Western and 
Southern districts. The most serious results 
are being felt in the States of Michoacaan, 
Jalisco, Colima, and Oaxaca, whereas there is 
only slight restriction in the Northern 
States.

ITH the opening of the Miners’ 

Delegate Conference to-day in Lon- 
don, the strike enters on its sixteenth 
week. Although there are no direct

A NEW PROPOSAL. 


Tord Hugh Cecil M.P.; Lord Salvesen, Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell and Sir Charles Green- 
way have signed a statement on the coal crisis, 
in which they make an appeal for arbitration. 
The statement says that “the Mining As- 
sociation have stated the wages they will pay 
in each district for a seven-hour day, and also 
for an eight-hour day.

ACUTE SHORTAGE UNLIKELY. 
From Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

The results of investigations made on behalf 
of the /righ Times, regarding the likelihood 
of a coal shortage in the Free State during 
the coming winter, were published on Jast 
Saturday. “ One of short supplies and high 
prices ” is how one leading Dublin merchant 
is reported to have summarised the probable 
Situation. 

Discussing “the” subject with me yes- 
terday, one of the. chiefs of the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce declared 
that an acute shortage was not merely im- 
probable but ‘‘almost impossible.’’ The 
anticipation of an acute shortage, he said, 
was based on the belief that the miners’ strike 
would continue throughout the winter. l, 
personally, do not think that there is the 
slightest likelihood of that,” he continued. 

lt is humanly impossible. Certainly, if 
there was the probability that the miners 
woul another fiye or six months 
one could foresee that a grave shortage might 
not be the least of our difficulties. Í do not 
deny for a moment that in that event there 
might not be available anything like the sup- 
plies necessary to meet the needs of the 
country.

Free State for the twelve months ended 
June 50th last, was £18320,000. according 
to the official trade returns published by 
the Ministry for Industry and Commerce. 

The total imports in the same period 
were £59,915,000; exports amounted to 
£40,755,000, and re-exports to £840,000. 

During the first six months of this year we 
imported from Great Britain £19,819,897 
worth of goods, as against £21,768,803 worth 
for the corresponding period of last year. Ex- 
ports to Great Britain amounted to 
£14,106,752, a decline of over £700,000, com- 
pared with the same period of 1925. Imports 
from Northern Ireland fell by more than 
£300,000, and exports to Northern Ireland by 
about £550,000. 

The aggregate of trade with ‘‘ other coun- 
tries ’’ in the same half-year was as follows :'— 
Imports, £6-509,385 ; exports, £555,017: These 
figures show an increase in imports of over 
a million and in exports of about £50,000. 

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE.

Indeed, the 
combined purchases from the Free State by 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during 
this period were over thirty times greater in 
value than the goods exported to “ al] other 
countries.” 

IMPORTED FOOD-STUFFS. 

We still continue to import large quantities 
of foodstuffs from abroad. During the period 
under .réview we imported 213,747 cwt. of 
bacon, valued at £1,111.122; over two and a 
half million ewt. of wheat, valued at 
$1,832,936, and wheaten flour, costing 
£1,504,023. 

The value of other imports was as follows :-- 
Maize, £1.146,100: butter, £435,508, as com- 
pared with £646,081 during the corresponding 
six months of fast year; eggs, £13,595, and 
oats £108,101. 

Wine imports decreased from £262.655 to 
£190,998 : coal from 1,149,179 tons (£1,840,778) 
to 992.919 tons (£1,448,990); flax imports fell 
from 1,829 ewt. to 18 cwt., while wool im- 
ports increased from 2,354 cwt. to 4,228 cwt. 
Imports of goods made of linen, wool, jute, 
silk and other textiles all show a decline, 
while imports. of cotton goods have 
risen from £910,857 to £969.356.

HINTS OF COMING STRIFE. 


The attitude adopted by the railway com- 
pauies towards employés who took part in 
ths general strike was the principal theme 
of speeches delivered by railwaymen’s leaders 
at a meeting under the auspices of the 
Kentish Town No. 1 Branch of the National 
Union of Railwaymen in Parliament Hill 
Ficlds, Hampstead, London, yesterday even- 
Ing. 

Mr. J. E. Binks. a member of the National 
I’xecutive Committee of the National Union, 
said that since the settlement of the strike 
the personnel of the managerial staffs and the 
local officials of the various companies had’ 
become imbtd with the idea that they were 
now the top dogs, and they had been '“'ay-ng 
it across’’ the men for all they were worth, 
Th: tide was turning, however, and before 
weeks the men would be laying it 
across them. Several officials at London 
depots had been particularly zealous in 
the carrving out of a policy of victim:siiion 
under orders from headquarters, and he need 
hzrdly say that when the rank and file came 
intu their own those officials would be among 
the first to‘ get it in the neck.” 

With regard to the agreement under which 
th. strike was terminated. Mr. Binks said 
that he would like the public to know that 
the men intended to get it put on the scrap 
hesp at the earliest possibie moment 

Mr. J. Gore, an ex-member of the govern- 
ing body of the National Union, said that 
oue of the objects of the meeting was to 
celebrate the anniversary of the railway strike 
of 1911, and possibly it would also mark the 
beginning of a movement which would cul- 
inivate in yet another strike. Much had been 
said recently about the “ pin-pricks” to 
wiich the companies were subjecting the 
lower-grade employés, and in his view. those 

pin-pricks’” were far worse than 
absolute tyranny to which the men had to 
submit in the past. No one except the rail- 
way officials. he said, could have conceived 
such dastardly, diabolical and underhand 
methods of victimisation as -those which had 
been put into operation since the conclusion 
of the strike.

KERRY COUNTY COUNCIL AND 
DEFAULTING ANNUITANTS. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Kerry 
County Council a resolution, proposed by The 
MacGillycuddy of the Reeks, to the effect that 
the Secretary be instructed to obtain from the 
Land Commission a complete list of all the 
defaulting annuitants at June 10th, 1926, for 
the information of the County Council, at 
the next meeting of the Finance Committee, 
was defeated. An amendment was carried 
referring the whole matter to a special Com- 
mittee meeting of the whole Council, with a 
view of differentiating between people who 
could and those who could not pay. and 
publishing such list of defaulters as might be 
approved after October Ist. 

The MacGillycuddy said that the Land Com- 
mission reported that ont of 37,000 ratings 
in the county some 1,000 persons on June 
1st, in the present year owed approximately 
£209,000 in arrears of- annuities. To analyse 
this statement further.

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RADIO FOG SIGNALS.

ROOM FOR ONE AT QUEENSTOWN 
HARBOUR. 

Results of an experiment with the new 
wireless fog signal erected by the French 
Government at Casquets Lighthouse, adjacent 
to Cherbourg, as an aid to navigators 
making the French coast, and particularly 
the port of Cherbourg, were reported hy 
Captain T. Van Beek, when his vessel, the 
ss. President Harding, of the United States 
Lines, put into Queenstown last Iridav. 

Referring to. an experiment made by the 
President Harding om the Sth inst,, Captain 
Van Beek said :— 

“ First signals were heard at 10.0 a.m., 
but not strong enough to establish a bearing. 
Ship was then 55 miles went of Casquets. the 
latter bearing 115 degrees from ship. [first 
bearing to be established with any degree of 
accuracy was at 11,27 a.m.. bearing 124 
degrees: distance 28 miles. From the time

LONDON FIRMS OBJECT TO 
POST OFFICE SCHEME, 

“No, we shall not be using this method of 
advertising at ail.” 

This was the reply given by the adver- 
tising managers of the majority of the larger 
business houses in London, when interviewed 
by a Press Association representative on last 
Saturday on the new General Post Office 
scheme of advertising on letters to be carried 
out under the Economy Act of 1926. It 
is proposed that the advertisements will be 
embodied in the dies of the Post Office date- 
stamping machines, and they will appear as 
part of the post-mark on the letters passing 
through the machines. 

Judging from the remarks of their respec- 
tive representatives, the new scheme will find 
little favour among large London firms. 
Their chief reason’ for objecting to this 
method of advertising their goods seems to 
be the fear that their advertisements would 
get mixed up with those of other firms. 


SOME VIEWPOINTS. 

“ For instance, if we send out a catalogue 
advertising our goods,”’ maire a repre- 
sentative of Messrs. Harrods, ' more likely 
than not it will arrive at its destination 
bearing a slogan on the envelope advising 
people to gg with a rival firm.’ 

At Messrs. Selfridge’s they had no comment 
to make. ‘‘ We are not using this method 
at all,” they said.

CATCH WORTH £3,000 AT

unexpected change last Friday night, when 
the nets of the 81 boats out captured 1,140 
cran—just short of one million fish—which 
sold in port on Saturday morning for around 


lt was the best single night’s work for 
mary years at Howth, and it came just as 
many ot the boats were about to leave, 
despairing of the fishing for this season. The 
quality of the catch was of a high standard. 
Opinion among the fishermen is that the 
season is only really beginning. They base 
their belief on the disappearance of the 
mackerel from the fishing grounds in the 
vicipity of “ Lambay Deep,’ and the clearing 
of the water by last wok’ west winds. 

The total landings for the week amounted 
to 2,974 cran, which sold on the pier for 
about £7,500. The daily returns were :— 
Tnesday, 267 cran, sold at 40s. to 48s. a 
eran; Wednesday, 330 cran, 50s. to 55s. ; 
Thursday, 525 cran, 6s. to 58s.; Friday, 
712 cran, 48s. to 56s.; Saturday. 1,140 cran, 
50s. to 54s. 

The best shot of the week was that of the 
Arklow motor boat, Chota. which brought in 
48 cran on Saturday morning.

NORTHERN POSTAL WORKERS’

GOVERNOR-GENERAL OPENS 
FETE AT CLONDALKIN. 


A bazaar and /féte was opened at Clondalkin 
yesterday by the Governor-General (Mr. T. M. 
Healy) for the purpose of raising funds in 
connection with the building of a new school 
and renovating other schools in the parish. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Baxter, on behalf of 
himself and his parishioners, thanked the 
Governor-General for coming there to assist 
in the opening of the bazaar, and said that It 
was a good augury for its success. . 

Mr. Healy, who was received with applause, 
said that ordinarily when one attended 
functions of that kind associations such as he 
had had with the parish were not present, 
but now it afforded him deep personal pleasure 
to show some little interest in the great work 
which the Archdeacon had undertaken, and 
which, he was sure, would be a blessing to 
the parish. As they all knew, the schools in 
the various districts needed renovation and 
repair, and at Bluebell, where the population 
had very much increased by reason of the 
artisans’ dwellings, a new school would have 
to be built. 

MR. HEALY’S SUBSCRIPTION, 

This matter did not concern the clergy at 
all, but it did interest the laity—fathers and 
mothers of families—and he hear.ily com- 
mended the good work to their zeal, and for 
himself, as an old parishioner, he was asking 
the Archdeacon to allow him to subscribe £50. 
(Cheers. ) 

The Archdeacon said that that was not the 
first subscription they had received from Mr. 
Healy. <A circular had been sent to him, and 
he had subscribed already. 

The Rev. T. P. Condon, C.C., proposing a 
vote of thanks to the Governor-General, said 
that Clondalkin parish had special claims on 
him. It was a happy sign of the times to see 
the Church and State going hand in hand in 
these matters. The Church had its rights in 
the matter of education, and they had no fear 
that in the new State its rights would be 
interfered with. (Applause.) 

Mr. T. F. Healy, M.C.C., in seconding, said 
that they were very much honoured that 
afternoon in having amongst them an old 
parishioner, the Governor-General. (Applause.) 

The vote of thanks was passed with ac- 
clamation, aud the Governor-General declared 
the bazaar open and wished it every success.
